RECENT very trustworthy calculations 
of the population of the Chinese Em- 
pire by Russian authorities reckon it at 
$82,000,000, and .the annual increase at 
4,000,000. Not one in ten thousand ever 
heard of the religion of Jesus Christ. 

SMOKING is socommonin Japan that 
all of the men, and most of the ladies, 
smoke, the girls beginning when they 
are about ten yearsof age. ‘The ladies 
have pipes with longer stems than the 
men, and if one of them wishes to show 
a gentleman a special mark of favor, 
she lights her pipe, takes a whiff, hands 
it to him, and lets him smoke. 

JAPAN commenced railway building 
in 1870, and at the end of last year had 
10,402 miles in operation, with 874 miles 
more under construction. About one- 
half of the ‘mileage is owned by the 
Government. ‘The rapid progress made 
by this enterprising country is in strik- 
ing contrast tothe timid conservatism 
which has prevented her great neighbor, 
China, from allowing the locomotive 
upon her soil with the exception of the 
building of a few miles of local road 
chiefly for coal transportation. While 
Japan is prospering, infused with the 
spirit of the nineteenth century, China 
\8 still centuries behind the rest of the 
world.—Railway Age.

Boring for Honey. 


A successful boring for honey has 
been made in North Tennessee. For 
many years swarms of bees have been 
noticed by boatmen on Fox Bluff, on the 
Cumberland river, near Franklin, Ky. 
The bluff is one hundred and seventy 
feet high, and the river’s channel runs 
directly under it. The bees have been 
observed about a big fissure near the 
center of the bluff, and the opening 
could not be reached from above or be- 
low without great danger of being stung 
todeath.
